to(Isaiah 28; 10),. and Paul's 
question of who can learn 
without a teacher.

This is why you have 
come to the school of ministry 
to be taught by anointed men 
of God. This the time for you 
to learn to chew the word of God 
and meditate upon it day and 
night. Take the example of 
the goat: it crops grass and yam 
peelings and swallows.

Faith Medical Centre was founded on the 6th of August, 1989 as an 
Outreach Ministry of Church of God Mission International. It was 
established with the aim of providing quality medical services; while 
using medicine as a vehicle to share the gospel of Jesus Christ to those 
who may not be evangelized through conventional methods. 
The centre renders Out-patient and In-patient services. The Out-patient 
services includes a clinic that runs 12 hours daily from Monday to Friday, and 4 
hours on Saturday. Emergency services are available outside clinic hours. The 
hospital sees an average of 125 patients per day. Other Out-patient services 
rendered include Laboratory, Ultrasounds, Ophthalmology, and routine 
antenatal care. Our laboratory ranks as one of the most efficient in this part of 
the country. Results of most investigation are released within one hour of 
demand by the doctor. This ensures prompt and appropriate treatment. 

Services are provided to all persons without discrimination of race, religion or 
social status. The cost of our services are highly subsidized without compromis- 
ing medical quality. 

In-patients services include maternity, surgery and medical. The hospital has a 
total of ten staff doctors who are very efficient, God-fearing and born-again Chris- 
tians. Two of them are of consultant status. 

In order to fulfil the vision of our president and founder, Archbishop Benson 
Idahosa of reaching the unreached using medicine as a vehicle of propagation of 
the gospel; an efficient chaplaincy department is in place. The chaplaincy 
organizes and cordinates the spiritual activities of the hospital. Such activities 
include counselling, prayers, hospital evangelism, staff spiritual care and regular 
village medical missions. Patients hear the word of God and are prayed for daily 
as part of their treatment. An average of 10 persons get saved daily in the 
hospital. 

Indeed like the proverbial mustard seed; the hospital has grown from a very 
humble beginning of 3 staff to 1 10 staff. Also because of the increasing number 
of patient turn out and the desire of the Archbishop to reach the majority of the 
populace with affordable, reliable and efficient medical services; there is a plan 
in the offing for the hospital to expand and take over the premises of the 
adjacent Bible School in the next few months. 
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Yearly, the School of Ministry 
assembles the continents 
together to fellowship on the 
content and emphasis of the 

gospel message. This year, the focus of 
attention is "The Power of The WordV 

"But we will give ourselves continu- 
ally to prayer, and to the ministry of the 
word." Acts 6:4
